IN ’50 . 

The outook -for’ fertilizer supplies 
for 1950 is. brighter, Walter G. Kirk- 
patrick, agr’l agent for Antrim’ Co., 
learned today from officials at Mich- 
igan ‘State College. He warned farm- 
ers, however, that they should -pur- 
chase. fertilizers to be. needed ‘next 
spring and take delivery whenever it 
can be made.
